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Ceremonies  Name  Maxcy  &  Buckman  Halls 

New  Signs  Unveiled 
At  Spring  Receptions 

The  university  community  celebrated 
the  renaming  of  two  of  its  major  buildings 
at  afternoon  receptions  on  May  28  and 
June  4. 

The  School  of  Engineering  Building  is 
now  the  Jacob  F.  Buckman  Hall  of 
Engineering  and  Applied  Science  and  the 
Main  Administration  Building  is  now  Ellis 
C.  Maxcy  Hall. 

Buckman  Hall  honors  Jacob  Finley 
Buckman  (1896-1973),  industrialist, 
philanthropist  and  civic  leader.  The 
renaming  recognizes  a  continuation  of 
the  generosity  and  support  of  Mrs. 
Clarice  L.  Buckman  to  the  University  of 
New  Haven  and  of  her  dedicated 
commitment  to  the  memory  of  her  late 
husband,  a  founder  of  Enthone,  Inc. 

Mrs.  Buckman,  one  of  UNH's  most 
generous  benefactors,  established  the 
university's  first  endowed  chair,  the  Jacob 
Finley  Buckman  Professorship  in 
Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering  in 
1981  and  in  1986  provided  funds  to 
establish  Buckman  Awards  for  Academic 
Excellence  in  Engineering.  She  recently 
made  a  $500,000  major  leadership 
contribution  to  the  $2  million  UNH  Fund 
for  Engineering. 

Speaking  at  the  May  28  ceremonies, 
Francis  A.  Schneiders  AS'54,  Enthone 
president  and  chairman  of  the  Fund  for 
Engineering,  commented  on  the 
similarities  between  Enthone  and  UNH. 

"Both  institutions  were  founded  in 
New  Haven  and  had  very  humble 
beginnings,  the  university  on  Prospect 
Street  in  a  Yale  University  building  and

Four  new  members  have  been  named  to  the  University  of  New  Haven  Board  of 
Governors.  The  four  are:  Jessie  M.  Godley  Bradley,  former  assistant  superintendent  of 
New  Haven  Public  Schools;  Murray  Gerber,  president  of  Prototype  &  Plastic  Mold 
Company,  Inc.;  Superior  Court  Justice  Flemming  Norcott,  Jr.;  and  Francis  A.  Schneiders, 
president  of  Enthone,  Inc. 

Ms.  Bradley,  a  New  Haven  resident, 
joined  the  city's  public  school  system  in 
1956  as  an  elementary  school  teacher  at 
Winchester  Community  School.  She  was 
named  principal  of  the  Horace  Day 
School  in  1967  and  director  of  the  city's 
elementary  schools  in  1973.  She  served  as 
assistant  superintendent  of  schools  from 
1977  to  1985.  From  1958  through  1967,  she 
taught  at  Southern  Connecticut  State 
University. 

A  graduate  of  Oakwood  College  in 
Huntsville,  Alabama,  with  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  English,  she  began  her  career  in 
1948  as  a  teacher  in  the  New  York  City 
school  system.  Ms.  Bradley  earned  a 
bachelor's  and  master's  degree  in 
elementary  education  at  Southern 
Connecticut  State  University  and  a 
professional  diploma  and  Ph.D.  in 
supervision  and  administration  at  the 
University  of  Connecticut.

Describing  the  1980s  as  "one  of  the 
most  exciting  and  challenging  times  in 
the  history  of  our  race,"  Dr.  D.  Allan 
Bromley,  commencement  speaker  at  the 
University  of  New  Haven  ceremonies 
held  on  June  7,  urged  graduates  of  both 
technical  and  non-technical  fields  to 
"work  together  to  face  the  staggering 
problems  of  the  modern  world  "  and 
realize  the  true  potential  of  a  bright 
future. 

"The  time  is  long  past  when  we  can 
afford  to  follow  our  narrow  professional 
interests.  Our  future,  and  the  future  of 
our  planet,  depends  upon  our  learning  to 
work  together  effectively — and  soon,  " 
he  said.

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The  author  of  acclaimed 
publications  and  research 
papers  and  the  recipient  of 
many  fellowships,  grants  and 
awards,  Ms.  Bradley  is  active 
on  numerous  civic  as  well  as 
educational  boards  and 
committees. 

Ms.  Bradley  is  president  of 
the  Greater  New  Haven 
Council  of  Administrative 
Women  in  Education  and 
chairman  of  the 
Superintendent's  Task  Force 
on  the  Emergency  School  Aide 
Act  (ESAA).  She  is  also  a 
director  of  Colonial  Bancorp/ 
Bank  of  Boston  Connecticut, 
The  Volunteer  Action  Center 
of  Greater  New  Haven,  Junior 
Achievement  of  Southern 
Connecticut,  the  Shirley  Frank 
Foundation  and  the  Southern 
Connecticut  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross. 

Gerber,  a  West  Hartford 
resident,  founded  Prototype  & 
Plastic  Mold  Co.,  In.  in  the 
1960s.  The  firm  specializes  in 
limited-life  injection  molds 
and  short-run  injection 
molding  of  plastic  parts. 

A  graduate  of  M.I.T.  with  a 
bachelor's  degree  in 
mechanical  engineering, 
Gerber  earned  a  master  of 
business  administration 
degree  from  UNH  in  1979. 
Active  in  the  business 
community  for  the  past  two 
decades,  he  is  chairman  of  the 
Connecticut  Public 
Expenditure  Council.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Connecticut 
delegation  to  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Small 
Business  in  1980  and  was 


chairman  of  the  Second 
White  House  Conference  in 
1986. 

Gerber  is  a  director  of  the 
Connecticut  Tooling  and 
Machining  Association,  the 
smaller  Business  Association 
of  New  England  and  the 
Middlesex  County  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Connecticut 
Business  &  Industry 
Association  and  has  served 
the  CBIA  on  numerous 
committees  and  conferences. 
He  has  served  as  a  guest 
lecturer  at  professional 
workshops  and  has  taught  at 
the  Waterbury  State  Techni- 
cal College  and  the  New  York 
University  graduate  School  of 
Management. 

Justice  Norcott,  a  New  Haven 
resident,  was  named  to  the  Su- 
perior Court  in  1979.  A  gradu- 
ate of  The  Taft  School,  he 
earned  his  bachelor's  and  law 
degrees  at  Columbia  Universi- 
ty. He  began  his  career  in  the 
Peace  Corps,  serving  on  the 
law  faculty  at  the  University  of 
East  Africa  in  Nairobi,  Kenya. 
Prior  to  his  current  position,  he 
was  on  the  legal  staff  of  the 
Bedford  Stuyvesant  Restora- 
tion Corp.  in  New  York  City; 
the  Office  of  the  Attorney 
General,  United  States  Virgin 
Islands;  and  the  Center  for  Ad- 
vocacy, Research  &  Planning, 
Inc.  He  was  the  first  executive 
director,  legal  counsel  and 
founder  of  the  Center. 

The  recipient  of  numerous 
awards,  he  has  served  as  hear- 
ing examiner  for  the  Connecti- 
cut Commission  on  Human 


Rights  and  Opportunities  and 
as  legal  counsel  to  the  Health 
Systems  Agency  of  Southern 
Central  Connecticut.  He  also 
has  taught  at  the  University  of 
New  Haven,  Yale  Law  School 
and  Yale  University. 

Justice  Norcott  is  a  trustee 
of  Inner  City  School  Scholar- 
ships, Inc.  and  the  Youth  at 
Risk  Advisory  Board.  He  is  an 
associate  fellow  of  Calhoun 
College  at  Yale  and  a  member 
of  New  Haven  Football  Offi- 
cial's Association  and  the 
Walter  Camp  Foundation, 
among  others. 

Schneiders,  an  Orange  resi- 
dent, began  his  career  at  En- 
thone  in  1950  as  a  research 
chemist  and  has  served  as  a 
sales  manager,  general  man- 
ager, vice  president  and  exec- 
utive vice  president  prior  to  his 
election  as  president  in  1975. 

A  graduate  of  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity with  a  bachelor's  de- 
gree in  chemical  engineering, 
Schneiders  also  holds  an  asso- 
ciate degree  in  electrical  engi- 
neering from  UNH  and  a 
master's  degree  in  business 
administration  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Connecticut.  He  is  a 
registered  professional  engi- 
neer in  Connecticut,  Illinois, 
New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
Florida. 

Schneiders'  numerous  pro- 
fessional affiliations  include 
past  president  of  the  Metal 
Finishing  Suppliers'  Associa- 
tion and  service  with  the 
American  Electroplater's  Soci- 
ety and  American  Chemical 
Society.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Manufacturers  Association  of 
New  Haven  County,  a  mem- 


ber of  the  board  of  Junior 
Achievement  of  South  Central 
Connecticut  and  is  chairman 
of  the  $2  million  UNH  Fund 
for  Engineering. 

All  four  appointments  were 
effective  July  1, 1987.  ■

"This  is  the  year  of  the 
supers:  of  supercomputers,  of 
supernovas,  of 
superconductors,  of 
supersymmetries  and  of  the 
superconducting-supercollider, 
the  largest  device  yet  proposed 
by  man — over  50  kilometers  in 
diameter.  All  of  these  will 
impact  your  lives  in  ways  that 
neither  you  nor  I  can  even 
begin  to  imagine,  "  Bromley 
said. 

Bromley,  the  Henry  Ford  II 
Professor  of  Physics  and 
director  of  the  Wright  Nuclear 
Structure  Laboratory  at  Yale 
University,  received  an 
honorary  doctor  of  humane 
letters  degree  in  recognition  of 
his  distinguished  career  in 
science  and  education. 

Three  honorary  doctor  of 
laws  degrees  were  also 
presented.  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Boyer, 
president  of  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Teaching,  was 
cited  for  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  higher 
education  and  for  being  an 
eloquent  spokesman  for  higher 
education  in  America. 

Dr.  Herbert  Stein,  a  senior 
fellow  of  the  American 
Enterprise  Institute  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  and 
member  of  the  President's 
Council  of  Economic  Advisors 
since  1969,  serving  as  chairman 
under  Presidents  Nixon  and 
Ford,  was  honored  for  his 
distinguished  career  as  an 
economist  and  as  a  public 
servant. 


Robert  M.  Gordon  of 
Woodbridge,  former 
president  of  Raybestos- 
Manhattan,  Inc.,  now  Raytek, 
received  an  honorary  degree 
for  his  notable  career  as  a 
modern  industrialist  and  for 
his  long-standing  and 
dedicated  service  to  the 
University  of  New  Haven  as  a 
member  of  its  board  of 
governors. 

Some  600  undergraduate 
and  graduate  degree 
candidates  received  their 
diplomas  at  the  ceremonies 
held  at  the  UNH  North

Intergenerational 
AIDS  Conference 
Held  atDodds  Hall 

The  University  of  New 
Haven's  Division  of  Special 
Studies,  together  with  the 
Society  of  Gerontology, 
sponsored  a  day-long 
conference  on  AIDS:  AN 
INTERGENERATIONAL 
ISSUE,  June  17,  1987  at  Dodds 
Hall.  Issues  presented  were 
the  nature  of  the  AIDS  disease 
and  its  effect  on  the  elderly  as 
caretakers  and  as  people 
facing  the  loss  of  loved  ones.

He 
comes  to  the  university  with  nearly  20  years  of  administrative  and 
student  service  experience. 

He  has  been  dean  for  students  at  Spring  Hill  College  in  Mobile 
since  1984  and  prior  to  that  served  in  administrative  areas  of 
student  affairs  at  Virginia  Intermont  College,  Bristol,  Va.,  Baylor 
University,  Waco,  Texas;  and 
Bowling  Green  State

Schneiders  said. 

"Over  the  years  the  two 
institutions  grew,  both  in  size 
and  stature,  and  at  the  present 
time  the  graduates  of  the 
university  are  spread  out  to 
virtually  all  the  nations  of  the 
world,  while  Enthone  products 
similarly  are  sold  in  every 
industrial  nation. 

"The  university  has  had  a 
dramatic  effect  on  Enthone's 
ability  to  compete  in  this 
worldwide  environment," 
Schneiders  continued.  "Our 
records  show  that  15  of  our 
present  employees  have 
degrees  from  the  university 
and  that  over  23  of  them 
participate  in  night  school 
programs.  Four  of  our  five 
officers  have  degrees  from  the 
university,"  he  added. 

"Claire  Buckman  also  has 
recognized  this  significant 
synergism  between  a 
company  that  her  late 
husband  founded  and  the 
product  of  the  university.  As 
many  as  10  years  ago  she 
discussed  her  desire  to 
implement  Jack  Buckman's 
dream — his  concept  of  the 
ideal  education  of  a  person  for 
the  type  of  work  required  by 
Enthone.  That  person  would 
have  a  technical  degree  and 
an  understanding  of  business. 
Claire  Buckman  is  helping 
make  her  husband's  dream 
come  true." 

Speakers  for  the  event  also 
included  Norman  I.  Botwinik, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Governors;  Dr.  Phillip  Kaplan, 
UNH  president;  and  Dr. 
Konstantine  Lambrakis,  dean 
of  the  School  of  Engineering. 

Maxcy  Hall  honors  the 
university's  first  director  and 
the  only  man  in  the 
institution's  history  to  have 
served  in  that  position  and  as 
instructor,  member  of  the 
board  of  governors  and 
chairman  of  the  board.  Maxcy 
came  to  New  Haven  in  1929  as 
an  instructor  in  marketing  at 
the  then  New  Haven  branch 
of  Northeastern  University. 
He  became  director  of  the 
then  New  Haven  YMCA 
Junior  College  in  1932  and 
served  in  that  capacity  until 
1937  when  he  joined  the  staff 
of  Southern  New  England 
Telephone  Company. 
Continuing  his  support  of  what 


was  to  become  UNH  while 
advancing  to  president  of 
SNET,  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  UNH  board  from  1938 
through  1986  and  as  chairman 
of  the  board  from  1945 
through  1950,  during  which 
time  the  university  received 
accreditation  by  the  New 
England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools. 

Calling  Maxcy  the 
"quintessential  civic  and 
community  leader,"   Dr. 
Kaplan  cited  him  for  his  major 
role  in  the  formative  years  of 
the  institution  and  his  untiring 
"concern,  insight  and  support" 
through  the  years. 

Alfred  W.  Van  Sinderen, 
retired  SNET  chairman  of  the 
board,  featured  speaker  at  the 
June  4  ceremonies,  called 
Maxcy  "a  man  of  action  and 
achievement  who  has 
contributed  a  great  deal  to  the 
educational  and  economic 
betterment  of  Connecticut." 

Describing  Maxcy's  "triple- 
headed  achievements  in  the 
corporate,  educational  and 
economic  arenas,"  Van 
Sinderen  said  Maxcy  "set  a 
leadership  tone"  at  SNET, 
driven  by  those  same 
community  service  values  to 
which  he  dedicated  himself 
here  at  UNH. 

"Along  with  his  interests  in 
education  and  telephones,  he 
also  was  committed  to  the 
state's  economic 
development,"  Van  Sinderen 
continued.  "In  1960,  Governor 
Ribicoff  asked  him  to  head  a 
25-member  Connecticut 
Economic  Planning  and 
Development  Committee, 
more  commonly  known  as  the 
Maxcy  Committee,  to  draft  a 
long-range  program  to 
stimulate  the  state's  economic 
growth.  Its  product  was  known 
as  the  'Maxcy  Report'  and  it 
laid  the  groundwork  for  our 
recent  progress  in  this  area. 
Today,  our  economy  is  one  of 
the  healthiest  in  the  nation." 

Also  paying  tribute  to 
Maxcy  at  the  ceremonies 
were:  Norman  I.  Botwinik, 
chairman  of  the  UNH  Board 
of  Governors;  Herbert  H. 
Pearce,  vice  chairman  of  the 
BOG;  and  Roland  M.  Bixler, 
EMBA  78,   BOG  member.  A 
portrait  by  Rudolph  Zallinger 
of  Ellis  C.  Maxcy  was  unveiled. 
The  portrait  will  hang  in  the 
central  staircase  of  Maxcy 
Hall.  ■

New  "Alternative" 

UNH  Alternative,  a  $75,500  innovative  program  for  Greater 
New  Haven  high  school  students,  has  been  initiated  at  the 
University  of  New  Haven  by  the  UNH  Cooperative  Education 
office. 

The  two-year  program  is  designed  to  help  students  stay  in 
school  and  to  prepare  them  for  work  in  a  changing  economy.

"Co-op  programs  are  a 
proven  education  alternative 
for  those  students  who  want  a 
degree,  but  who  need  financial 
support  to  obtain  that  degree," 
Cheryl  Lison,  UNH  co-op 
director,  commented.  "The 
success  of  co-op  at  the  college 
level  warrants  beginning  the 
process  in  the  high  school 
years,"  she  added. 

"Stipulations  for 
qualification  include,  most 
importantly,  the  desire  to  get 
ahead,"  Domingo  Arias, 
coordinator  of  the  program, 
said.  "Students  should  also  be 
college-oriented,  in  good 
academic  standing  and  have 
leadership  skills.  The 
leadership  element  can  be 


demonstrated  through 
participation  in  sports  and 
community  activities,"  he  said.

Provost's  Office 

"Optimized  production  technology  (OPT)  offers  real,  and 
perhaps  ideal,  production  control  advantages,"  Dr.  Alexis 
Sommers,  UNH  provost,  told  an  audience  at  the  recent  World 
Productivity  Forum  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Speaking  at  an  education  session  on  key  trends,  Dr.  Sommers 
said  the  OPT  theory,  a  brainchild  of  Dr.  Eliyahu  Goldratt, 
"establishes  a  set  of  principles  based  upon  complex  logic  and 
years  of  careful  observation.  OPT  introduces  the  concept  of  a 
production-controlling  bottleneck,  or  capacity-constrained 
resource,  which  determines  plant  throughput,  work-in-process 
inventory  and  the  utilization  of  non-bottleneck  equipment  and 
manpower.  OPT  schedules  appear  to  converge  on  optimum 
solution  points,"  he  said. 

Sommers'  paper,  delivered  during  a  management  session,  was 
entitled  "Assessment  of  Optimized  Production  Technology  (OPT) 
Policy  Rules  in  Large  Product  Networks."  He  also  is  a  professor  of 
industrial  engineering  at  UNH. 

In  OPT,  "idle  time  can  be  used  for  quality  control  purposes, 
machine  maintenance,  training,  setups  and  factory 
housekeeping,"  Sommers  commented,  quoting  Goldratt  who 
organized  a  firm  called  Creative  Output,  Inc.,  to  promote  and 
produce  his  software  for  OPT. 

"Declining  U.S.  and  European  productivity  which  allowed 
major  market  penetrations  by  Japanese  and  other  Asian 
manufacturers  .  .  ."  forced  an  unprecedented  look  at  production 
scheduling,  he  said,  adding  that  production  scheduling  may  be 
unglamorous,  but  is  a  vital  component  of  manufacturing  systems. 

"If  nothing  else,"  he  concluded,  "OPT's  underlying  theory  of 
scheduling  is  a  theoretical  advance  of  considerable  value  at  the 
shop  floor  level  and  will  probably  return  dividends  to  any  plant 
wedded  to  traditional  job  shop  scheduling  practices."

Dr.  James  Uebelacker,  UNH  associate  provost,  delivering  a 
paper  at  the  Connecticut  PTA  convention  in  May,  urged  the 
audience  to  give  serious  consideration  to  mathematics  as  part  of 
everyday  life  and  problem  solving. 

"We  must  continually  press  to  strengthen  teacher  preparation 
programs  so  that  they  are  not  serving  to  perpetuate  society's 
misconceptions  about  mathematics,"  he  said.  "Look  at  the  type 
and  quality  and  orientation  of  the  mathematics  in  the  program, 
not  just  the  amount,"  he  added. 

"As  parents,  we  should  show  more  interest  in  our  children's 
schoolwork.  We  should  try  for  ourselves  to  identify  the  use  of 
mathematics  and  to  think  mathematically  in  everyday  life;  not  just 
the  obvious  examples,  say  of  maintaining  a  family  budget, 
financing  a  car  or  shopping.  A  road  map,  for  example,  is  a 
mathematical  object,  what  we  call  a  model.  Monitoring  your  car's 
efficiency  through  calculating  its  MPG,  planning  a  schedule,  or 
devising  a  pattern  for  cutting  the  grass  so  that  the  electric  mower 
cord  won't  be  cut  are  other  examples.  We  should  try  to 
understand  for  ourselves  and  imbue  our  children  with  the 
pervasive  role  and  use  of  mathematics  in  life." 

The  talk  was  entitled  "Aftermath:  Is  Literacy  or  Anxiety  the 
Product  of  Our  Mathematics  Instruction?"  Uebelacker  also  is  a 
professor  of  mathematics.  ■

School  of  Business 

The  UNH  forensic  science  program  in  cooperation  with  the 
Northeastern  Association  of  Forensic  Scientists,  sponsored  a 
week-long  course  and  workshop  on  Forensic  Serological 
Applications  of  Isoelectric  Focusing  at  the  university  in  May. 

Isoelectric  focusing  is  a  newer  technique  for  the  analysis  of 


dried  bloodstains  and  enables  crime  laboratories  to  associate  the 
bloodstains  (and  body  fluid  stains  and  residues)  with  individuals  to 
a  greater  extent  than  has  been  possible  in  the  past. 

Dr.  G.B.  Divall,  head  of  biochemistry  at  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Forensic  Science  Laboratory  in  London,  England,  was  the  principal 
instructor  for  the  workshop.  Dr.  Divall  has  been  a  major  force  in 
the  development  of  isoelectric  focusing  procedures  in  forensic 
science  and  is  an  internationally  known  authority  in  the  field.  He 
was  able  to  share  the  methodologies  developed  in  the  MPFSL  over 
the  past  several  years  with  the  20  forensic  scientists  attending  from 
various  laboratories  in  the  U.S. 

Forensic  scientists  from  as  far  away  as  Los  Angeles,  as  well  as  a 
number  from  neighboring  New  England  states,  were  on  campus 
for  the  workshop.  A  number  of  alumni  of  UNH's  forensic  science 
program  who  are  currently  employed  as  crime  laboratory 
examiners  returned  to  the  campus  to  attend  the  course.

Professor  Craig  Parker  and  the  UNH  public  management 
department  offered  the  annual  two-week  Justice  Seminar  in 
London,  England  again  this  June.  It  was  the  sixth  year  that  the 
course  was  offered  to  students  and  working  professionals  with 
specialties  in  corrections,  law  enforcement  and  the  probation  field.
